SARNIA, Out. — (.4*)—Trapped 
by flames shooting up 
a 
steel 
distillation tower, 
three 
Sarnia 
men were burned to death yes­ 
terday when two heating 
units 
exploded at Canadian Oil Co.'s 
refinery near here. 
Sidney B. Thompson, 31, and 
John Stanford, 26, died inside the 
partially-completed tower. Franz 
Gromlich, 35, died three 
hours 
later. 
Two 
other

were 
burned—Jan Demeliuk, 38, on his 
lace, hands and 
legs and

The explosion, which was not

Press, stock in D elta B roadcasting 
com pany, and other properties, al­ 
m ost in its entirety to the Escan­ 
aba school district to establish the 
A nna C. Norton scholarship fund 
in m em ory of his w ife. 
In the plaintiif’s bill of com­ 
plaint it is citetf th a t both Frank 
and George L indenthal are form er 
em ployes of John P. N orton, and 
th a t for a ten-year period ending 
in Feb. 1950, “F rank J . L inden­ 
th a l had been su b stan tially in sole 
charge of the

G eorge L indenthal w as em ploy­ 
ed w ith the Daily Press u ntil 1947, 
and since that tim e he has been 
in charge of “the executive duties 
and functions” of the D elta B road­ 
casting com pany.

Egypt Must W ait 
Upon Free World 
T 
HE U nited States has alw ays len t en­ 
couragem ent to w holesom e expression 
of nationalism in any q u arter of the globe. 
Its voice has been on the side of freedom . 
C onsequently there m ust inevitably be 
considerable sym pathy in this country for 
the aspirations to self-determ ination which 
are now rising to the surface .across 
the 
w hole breadth of the M iddle East, in Iran, 
Egypt, Tunisia and elsewhere. 
Yet we cannot help but regret th at in 
both Iran and Egypt a legitim ate cam paign 
for national liberty has fallen 
into 
the 
hands of inflam m atory extrem ists w ho are 
doing harm to their own cause and th a t of 
th e w hole free w orld. 
The focus today is on Egypt, w here mob 
em otions fanned by irresponsible leaders 
and press have engulfed Cairo in a w ave of 
uncontrollable violence. 
T he recent riots prove that d eath and the 
w idespread destruction of property are the 
certain accom panim ent of the course chos­ 
en by these foolhardy Egyptians. 
It is one thing for the Egyptians to wish 
to be left alone to 
m anage 
th eir 
own 
affairs 
It is another for them to rem em ber that 
th eir geographic situation, w ith the vital 
Suez C anal link to the East, m akes them an 
im portant, but vulnerable, p art of the free 
w orld’s b a rrie r against com m unism . 
U nfortunately, the Egyptians them selves 
are not capable of defending the Suez or its 
hinterland. A nd that is the principal rea­ 
son the B ritish insist 
upon 
m aintaining 
troops there. 
F or 
th e 
Egyptians to rail against the 
B ritish in this situation is totally unreason­ 
able and unrealistic, since w ithout some ef­ 
fective substitute force th e Suez w ould to 
all intents stand undefended. 
And here it is w ell to recall th a t such a 
substitute has been proposed. T he W estern 
pow ers have invited Egypt to join a M iddle 
East C om m and w hich jointly w ould take 
over the defense of the Suez. 
In such a set-up, 
B ritish troops m ight 
figure as m erely one elem ent in a m ulti­ 
national force— or not at all. 
Egypt’s answ er to this plan is an u n ­ 
qualified rejection. Its leaders h ave com­ 
m itted them selves rigidly |p ousting the 
B ritish, w ith no adequate plan fo r protect­ 
ing the Suez in th eir absence. 
T he Egyptians flatly decline to accept 
th e w orld’s estim ate of the can al’s im port­ 
ance, or its m easure of their ow n m ilitary 
Insufficiency. 
*£een in this light, th eir upsurging n a­ 
tionalism cannot earn th e support 
from 
other free peoples that it norm ally w ould 
command. T here is such a thing as putting 
first things first, even in the realm of n a­ 
tionalist am bitions. 
The “first th ing” today is the defense of 
all free nations together. U ntil w e are se­ 
cure against com m unism , Egypt shall have 
to wait to rid its soil of all foreign “in te r­ 
lopers.’’ 
So long as it stubbornly insists otherw ise 
and declines to join fair cooperative effort 
for the defense of the Suez, th e m ajo r pow­ 
ers have no choice but to m ain tain their 
protection in th eir own way. 
The Egyptians m ay continue to kill and 
burn in protest, but this will get them little 
b u t bitterness and frustration. This is no 
day for the accom plishm ent of selfish ends 
at the expense of the free w orld com ­ 
m unity. 


cheating in th eir own ranks, naturally are 
gravely w orried that the President seeks 
to add m ore problem s in the approaching 
cam paign by pursuing the tax

Of course, it is im possible th at Congress 
will approve high tax schedules this year, 
despite the insistence of Mr. Trum an.

The Doctor Says ... 


Lead Poisoning Is Yielding 
To Education and Prevention

“I fear,” w rites A. G. A., “th a t m y b ro th ­ 
er, who is sick, is troubled w ith paint pois­ 
oning. Would you describe the effects?’’ 
Paint, of course, is m ade up of a num ber 
of chemicals, but probably this correspond­ 
ent means lead poisoning, which at least in 
the past was the most common and im p o rt­ 
ant type of poisoning resulting from p a in t 
Before discussing lead poisoning, how ­ 
ever, it should be pointed out 
th a t 
paint 
m anufacturers and other industries using 
lead have developed many precautionary 
methods, so that lead poisoning is now al­ 
most a vanishing industrial disease. 
Lead can be absorbed through th e lungs, 
akin, or the digestive organs. A lthough the 
body takes lead into the system easily, it 
does not get rid of it so well. 
If lead poisoning begins suddenly, 
a 
large am ount of lead m ust have been ab­ 
sorbed rapidly, usually through the stom­ 
ach. 
Pain in the abdomen, vomiting, and col­ 
lapse irs symptoms of this scute form. Se­ 
vere colicky pains and rapidly developing 
•nemia with a typical white waxy color ot 
Vie skin is frequent. 
Examination of the blood in such eases 


shows a peculiar appearance to the red 
cells w hen they are stained in a particular 
m anner and examined under the m icro­ 
scope. 
A blue line around the gums is also an 
im portant sym ptom in m any cases of lead 
poisoning, but it is not alw ays present. 
THE M AJOR SYMPTOMS 
T he m ost im p o rtan t sym ptom s of the 
slow or chronic poisoning are paralysis, 
usually of the arm s, colicky pains in the 
bowels, and disturbances of 
the 
brain. 
H eadache is common and patients are fre ­ 
q uently em otionally excited or depressed. 
Lead 
poisoning has gradually become 
less serious because of the m easures which 
have been taken in industry 
to 
protect 
those w ho w ork w ith lead, and because of J 
th e increased understanding of those who ; 
w ork with this m etal of the dangers in- J 
vol VOCI. 
Lead poisoning of either the acute or 
chronic varieties is m ost unpleasant, and ! 
hard to treat. 
Consequently, great care in prevention, 
including careful cleaning of the hands 
and fingernails, p articularly before eating 
should be insisted upon for all those who 
are exposed to absorbable forms of lead.

started dow n the line. 
The am bassador, an old friend, was easy 
to talk to.

everyw here know of Enrico Car­ 
uso as a great singer.

I was fortunate enough to have 
lived w ith Caruso during the last 
seven or eight years of his life.

These records are making it pos­

I un inform ed that there has

earthed, for they have beno so­ 
up for the last 30 years) a vast 
store of C aruso’s intimate t i . . .

scores, his caricatures of friends 
and notable figures (he loved to 
draw'), photo album s, and even 
the wig he wore when he was 
stricken during his last perform ­ 
ance. 
This store of Caruso memorabil­

When Gatti-Cassazza arrived, we

A t Ni­ 
agara Falls, Caruso had me buy 
an entire china shop, because: “If 
I come to this city and ask the

Today, by the nam e of the day and toe 
month, we celebrate two ancient pagan 
deities, one Roman, the other Teutonic. 
In this m onth the Rom ans of old observ­ 
ed the festival honoring the ancient god of 
fertility, Lupercus. The festival occurred 
on February fifteenth, know n to the Ro­ 
m ans as the Lupercalia. 
It was on this 
day, in 44 B. C., according to Shakespeare, 
that M ark Anthony thrice offered the king­ 
ly crown to Julius Caesar. 
The day was 
observed as one of purification. A fter cer­ 
tain ceremonies, goats, noted for strong 
sexual instincts, w ere sacrificed.

Communists Control Vast Underground Press; Ink, 


Paper Stored for Day of Crisis 


XI 
‘Violent Revolution Ie the Me—aye 
Communists 
in 
the 
United 
States are well prepared for the 
ultimate 
“outlawing” 
of 
their 
press. 
As e a r l y as 1945, when I 
became a member of the six-man 
educational commission 
of 
the 
Massachusetts Communist Party, 
I first became acutely aware of 
the 
existence 
a n d 
constant 
strengthening of a far-flung net­ 
work of underground presses. 
Some of the party’s stand-by 
presses and equipm ent are kept in 
dead storage against the day when 
they have to be used. 
There is 
also a considerable stockpile of 
scarce paper 
and 
printing 
ink 
held in reserve. 
But for the most 
part, 
the 
“underground” 
party 
press is already on an operational 
footing, not lying idle and con­ 
cealed in secret cellars. 
They are 
working in the open behind legiti­ 
m ate 
and 
respectable 
business 
fronts, 
making and 
taking 
in 
money through every available 
source for their own support. 
In 
some cases they represent large 
and well known printing and pub­ 
lishing houses. 
Because of my close affiliation 
w ith commercial printing houses, 
I was invited to inspect the newest 
“secret” party press in Boston, a 
complete, modern shop set up to 
handle job printing by the offset 
method. 
The party asked me to 
look over the plant and offer any 
suggestions for efficient operation. 


Thorough Party Job 
I did a thorough job for the 
party. Then I went a step furth­ 
er. 
“Let me have a few samples 
of your work to show around,” 
I suggested. “Perhaps I can throw 
some work your 
way.” 
I 
was 
given a full set of all the types 
of work produced on the press. It 
was most considerate of the party 
to let me have them. 
They went 
directly to the F.B.I., where they 
doubtless are still on file—a set of 
‘“fingerprints” 
with 
distinctive 
characteristics through which any 
work turned out in the future by 
the same press can easfty be brac­ 
ed. 
Many of the moat highly secret 
documents were produced on the 
little headquarters 
mimeograph 
machine which I had rebuilt and 
frequently operated. 
In the fall 
of 1945, the party carefully screen­ 
ed 1,500 Communists m the Boston 
area 
to 
attend 
a 
super-secret 
training school in Marxism. I was 
selected as one of the sixteen can­ 
didates. Outlines for 
the course 
were prepared from a master copy 
provided by the party’s national 
headquarters. 
Extreme 
caution 
was decreed to prevent the study 
outline from falling into the hands 
of any comrade outside the school. 
A limited number of copies was 
run 
off 
on 
the 
mimeograph, 
enough for each of the sixteen 
students and the instructors who 
would handle the training course. 
It was a valuable document. It 
showed how Marxism was to be 
taught in Boston, and elsewhere 
too no doubt, as a living and fight­ 
ing force, applicable to our own 
times and our own country. 
It 
w as a simple matter to get into 
the hands of the F.B.I. After each 
stencil was typed, I slipped out the 
thin fiber papers lining the back­ 
ing sheets, stuffed them into my 
pockets, and mailed them to the 
F.B.I. 
The government had the 
full course outline before any of 
the students saw it. 
The 
secret 
teacher 
training 
course was scheduled for eight 
sessions, one night a week, to be 
held in October and November, 
1945. at the West End Communist 
Club off Scollay Square in down­ 
town Boston. 
At the table, Fa—\v Hartm an 
sat 
in 
whispered 
conversation 
with a woman whose back was 
turned to me but whose hair, even 
under the dim Hght, was mark­ 
edly red. 
The young woman with the red 
hair was Dr. Nulda McGarvey. I 
had previously encountered Hulda 
in connection with the Sam Adams 
School for Social Studies, and re ­ 
garded her as one of many mis­ 
guided liberals enticed into teach­ 
ing posts in the Communist front 
training school. But I was shock­ 
ed to see her here in the inner 
« acle of the Communist party, a 
graduate of Smith 
College 
and 
Columbia University, a former in­ 
structor at Mount Holyoke Col­ 
lege and as assistant professor of 
psychology at Smith, a highly re­ 
garded academician, unknown for 
any intimate 
Communist 
party 
connections. 
Fanny Hartman glanced about 
the room, and, assured that her 
full class was assembled, she pass­ 
ed out the course outlines. 
Win Workers 
“Comrades,” her soft voice was 
like the stropping of a razor in the 
: till room. “You will have the 
responsibility of training our cad- 
rc5 so that they in turn can go 
out and win the workers to the 
Socialist struggle against the Fas­ 
cist imperialists of the world— 
and 
in 
particular, 
the 
United 
States . . . . 
Fanny turned the cia; * over to 
Hulda McGarvey, who started us 
off with the party definition of the 
three classes of society. First, she 
said, there is the bourgeoisie, the 
sixty top capitalist class families 
who own and control the nation's 


means of production. 
These peo­ 
ple she said, inevitably are the 
enemies or the working class, and, 
W i t h some notable exceptions in 
the case of disgruntled and ideal­ 
istic members, cannot be won to 
the Communist side. 
It is this 
class which 
must 
be 
attacked 
without mercy, which in the end 
must be crushed, together with 
their state machine for the ex­ 
ploitation of the working class, 
she said. 
W ithin a few days I found an­ 
other cryptographic message on 
my desk requesting 
a 
personal 
contact with the F.B.I. the follow­ 
ing morning. 
I left 
the 
house 
early for work, and stopped at a 
diner near the city limits. 
As I stepped to the counter I 
was greeted in a loud voice by a 
man behind me. seated in a cor­ 
ner booth where I expected to find 
him. 
“How's the family?” 
I asked, 
knowing full well that he had 
none. 
“Say,” he reached into his in­ 
ner coat pocket. “I have those 
pictures we took at the picnic.” 
He produced a sheaf of snapshots 
and passed them across the table 
to me. 
On the top was a smiling 
young woman, a child on each 
side of her. 
“Good shot,” I said. 
Next was a close-up of me in 
semi-profile, wearing hat and top­ 
coat, with the doorway of No. 3 
Hancock Street plainly visible in 
the background. 
“Not 
bad,” 
I 
said. 
There followed in succes­ 
sion pictures of Dr. Hulda Mc­ 
Garvey, Fanny Hartm an, my old 
friends Joy and M argot Clark, and 
each one of the students of the 
secret Hancock Street School, all 
snapped as they left the building. 
The faces 
had 
the 
pale-lipped, 
ghostly translucence of infra-red 
“black-light” photography. 


Fills In Names 
“By toe way, 
some 
of 
that 
prowd that came with you I did­ 
n ’t know too well.” 
he 
said, 
“would you mind putting down 
their names for my album?”

turned the pictures over. Several 
of them, including some I didn’t 
know,

More

twenty-five textbooks were used 
1 —“Political Economy.” by Leon- 
I tiev; “Value, Price and Profit,” 
by Marx; “Socialism. Utopian and 
Scientific,” by Engels; “Im perial­ 
ism.” by Lenin, “Milestones in the 
History of the Communist Party 
I U. S. A..” by Bittelman. 
This 
was 
ostensibly 
nothing 
I m ore than a study of the classics, 


I as any of these people would have 
I insisted on a witness stand. 
But 
J it was plainly no mere cultural 
j pursuit. 
The austere nature of 
the classroom; the grim aspects of 
the students assembling intently 
once each week at an appointed 
hour to scrutinize the history of 
socialist and Communist revolu­ 
tionary movements; the absence of 
humor, the discipline of the class; 
the purposefulness of the instruc­ 
tors sitting at the table with the 
naked light slashing across their 
faces—all these were the marks 
of a true conspiracy.. 
The Communist party was even 
then working under the shadow 
of the 
Smith 
act, 
making 
the 
teaching and advocacy of violent 
revolution a crime in the United 
States. The law was passed with­ 
out fanfare rn 1840, and was dir­ 
ected, at that time, more at Fas­ 
cist 
organizations 
than 
at 
the 
Communists. 
When Fanny Hartman took off 
the gloves and slugged it out in 
plain language, it came as such a 
shock to me that I almost dropped 
my pencil and forgot to take my 
notes. 


Defines Revolution 
“Once we have taught that all 
of this is perfectly natural,” Fanny 
said, “that it is all to be expected, 
then we are ready to state our 
position. 
And what is the defini­ 
tion of ‘revolution?’ Do we mean 
something like the Industrial Re­ 
volution? 
No. 
We mean violent 
revolution to be carried out by 
armed bands of workers, led by 
the Communist party, the van­ 
guard of the working class. Only 
through such a 
revolution 
can 
socialism 
be 
established. 
Only 
with the Communist party as the 
leader can the revolution be suc­ 
cessful.” 
One night a dark stranger oc­ 
cupied a place at the instructors’ 
table. 
He was given no introduc­ 
tion to the class. Every one knew 
—and stood in awe of—the name 
of Jack Stachel. 
In the peculiar 


half-light of information shed up­ 
on the leading functionaries of the 
party, his authority was carried 
more by inference than by direct 
communication. 
It was my im­ 
pression that not many comrades 
were permitted to meet him face 
to face. 
Stachel, then about for­ 
ty-five, also known 
as 
Jankel, 
Jacob Zunser, and Moses Brown, 
had been a professional revolu­ 
tionary all of his adult life. 
He 
had shortly before been made the 
national educational director of 
the Communist party and in 1949 
was indicted as one of the top 
twelve Communist leaders. 
He had a few words to say to 
the class. 
It soon became evident 
that his soft voice carried the 
weight of the national Politburo. 
He spoke of the reconstitution of 
the party, the reestablishment of 
rigid Marxism in every segment 
of party organization, the renewal 
of the struggle against bourgeois 
influences. 
“There will be a special meet­ 
ing of a new group at the office 
Saturday afternoon,” Fanny told 
me, out of earshot. 
I was surprised to discover that 
Fanny was not there. 
Present 
were Justine O’Connor. Otis Hood, 
and another big, hulking brute, 
neither of whom I had ever seen 
before. 
There were no introduc­ 
tions, not even by first names. 
The 
big 
man 
occupied 
Fanny 
Hartm an’s place, and seemed to 
take over her job as well. 
He 
talked more freely than Fanny 
and in a loud, positive voice. 
At 
later 
meetings 
Daniel 
Boone 
Schirmer was there. 
The group of six Communists 
came to be known among us pri­ 
vately as the Jack Stachel Group 
for New England. More formally, 
it was 
the District 
Educational 
Commission of 
the 
Communist 
party, operating 
directly 
under 
Jack Stachel as the national edu­ 
cational director. 
The big man who ran the group 


at the outset was Emmanuel or 
“Manny” Blum, a 
New 
York- 
trained Communist 'sent by na­ 
tional headquarters to New Eng­ 
land to replace Fanny Hartman as 
district organizer. 
Stop Traitors 
“The time to stop a traitor,” 
said Manny, “is before he can be­ 
come a traitor. 
In Russia they, 
have the 
proper 
treatment 
for 
them. 
Here? 
In this country we 
have 
a 
capitalist 
government 
which spawns traitors, offers them 
the sanctuary, the honor and the 
reward for their treason . . . It 
is up to us—to you—to find out 
who these people are. To discover 
them. 
To weed them out. 
To 
eliminate them—destroy them.” 
In plain language, Manny was 
giving us a mission to spy on 
party members. 
The assignment 
gave me more than a moment’s 
pause. 
Instances did come within the 
range of 
my 
experience 
which 
proved for me that disciplinary 
measures 
taken 
to 
silence 
a 
“traitor” could be of a very per­ 
manent nature. 
I attended one 
conference at which the impend­ 
ing liquidation of a member was 
discussed; at another occasion a

party* 
functionary 
| bragged ’ that a Communist sus- 
! pected by the party of being a 
government agent had “success­ 
fully committed suicide”; and fin­ 
ally, I was told on reliable auth­ 
ority that a Comrade, Ihought to 
be weak and unreliable, was lit­ 
erally driven to suicide by his 
! Communist “friends.” 
The prime 
example of the reward of a de- 
viationist was that 
of 
Trotsky, 
who was assassinated by Stalin’s 
agents in Mexico, Aug. 21, 1940.

Strawberry Plants 


Need Protection 


NEW YORK— (J-P) —Farm ex­ 
perts advise that am ateur straw ­ 
berry raisers should always pro­

IO 
delegates-at-large, 
only five would make even an 
off-the-record declaration of who 
they favor. 
Of those five, three 
were pro-Taft and two pro-Eisen­ 
hower. 
All ten are important Republi­ 
can organization leaders. 
Some— 
particularly 
Martin. 
Duff 
and 
Owlett—have been prominent in 
the national picture. 
They were chosen as unpledged 
delegates and the replies of the 
eight show complete unanim ity in 
only one thing: Nobody wanted lo 
be quoted on the record at this 
stage of the campaign. 
Privately, 
with the stipulation 
that they not be named, however, 
most w ere willing to express per­ 
sonal opinions. 
Seven of the eight said flatly 
the state delegation will not line 
up behind a “favorite son" candi­ 
date at the outset of the conven­ 
tion balloting. 
Four said no nominee would be 
chosen on the first ballot. One be­ 
lieved only one ballot would be 
needed. 
The rest expressed no 
opinion. 
Anything Can Happen 
Three said they believe Taft is 
favored by the voters in the w est­ 
ern part of Pennsylvania, includ­ 
ing heavily-industrialized 
Pitts­ 
burgh. 
One 
said Eisenhower is 
favored in the eastern half of the 
state, including Philadelphia. One 
said Eisenhower is the state-wide 
choice of Republican voters. 
Two of the delegates-at-large— 
both high iii the party organiza­ 
tion—said that M acArthur might 
well become the compromise or 
“dark horse” nominee.
